UKDEN, March 0.— (Xoon.) — 
An artillery duel has been 
raging liore since morning 
to the westward of Jlukden, 
and tlie Japanese shells are exploding 
wltliin three miles of the Imperial 
tombs. 

Tlie line of the Japanese advanced 
guard extends about seven miles, 
parallel .wlth.,thei:rallway.^.., • ^ ... 
n^cattiered Cblnese vlllae«8,!'whlch are 




practically tiie only slielters In this 
open plain, are receiving particular at- 
tention from the gunners. ' 

Throughout the day the Russian bat- 
teries replied vigorously - to ithe* . Japa- 
nese fire and the exchan's'e'.of. shrapnel 
haJs been terrible. 

The whole of the fire Is occasionally 
obscured by dense white smoke from 
the exploding missiles. 

Mukden. March S.— (Delayed in 
Tran.sruission.) — Ttie beginning of the 
withdrawal oC the Ru-sslan right tl;ink 
on Jlarcli 1 precipitated a battle at 
Chantan, west of Sandepas, wlien the 
right Hank was ordered to fall back 
flglitlng toi Taotaitzii, near Nantaran. 
On Marcli 2 the RusKlans captured 
Konie machine Run.s and tonic a number 
of pri.sonerR of General Xogl'.s I*(jrt 
Artliur army. The Uuh.sUuim lo.Ht e.K- 
tensively. although they de.stroyed an 
entire Japanese regiment l)(!fore (Mian- 
tan with ."shrapnel, and liunietl all the 
forage in tlie villages north of the IIuii 
river. 

The Japanese attacked Chan tan from 
Sandep.'is simultaneously with an a.s- 
tounding advance from IJaoyaiig. tlie 
ImpresKlon being that the Sinniiiitin 
railway was being employed by tliem 
as a line of communication. The com- 
batant.s confront (•••leli other now with- 
in a distance nf nix :md :l half mile.s 
west, the ,TapaneH( .

•Tapanese line. TherL' Is lli(> greatest 
anxiety and nrtlvlt,\- at Mukden. 

All the slroetH and oullying I'jinls 
arc crowdeil with traiis|ioris of lli<' 
army which lias been as.sembled to 
oppose (li iiertil Nogi.. The .events of 
the l.ast three days have 'electrlfled the 
entire army. 

Tlie llghtnig at Pulllnff hill and on 
the centre clused at dark on Thui-sday, 
when It was conlhu'd eliielly to the 
west, where the .Yap.-ineMi! are occupy- 
ing Slnmlndn. Two criuiiianles alHo 
da.shed up the Mukden road.s from Si- 
fangtal without being arrested, al- 
though the Cossacks had been in touch 
with the? Japanese advanced posts for 
two days. 

On March 2 scv(-ral divisions gave 
liattle v.'est of .Mukden, frmn wliieh city 
tlio bursting shraimel coidd be plainly 
.seen. 

Mukden, v.hich wa.s thrown into con- 
fusion, recovered today when It bo- 
cri,m(> known that the Japanese had 
been repulsed. 

The pi'lsoner.s Ciipliii-ed showed that 
lhi> Iniperlsl guard:; cllvislon. foi-merl.v 
nf Ceiieril Kurold's army, with a few 
other troiip.'^ in.ide'tlie two attacks of 
the last sixty hours on the Russian

Utter Exhaustion. 
Mukden, :\larcli 4. — (Delayed 
'i'raiismission.) — Refugees are arriving 
here from Sinmlntin and the rcg'ion 
north of the Hun river. 

AL the close of yesterday's battle on 
the west front, the Japanese who were 
taken prisoners' were .unable to walk 
"or remain - awiake on account of ex- 
haustion-' and lay like dead under 
^iiard.' .This incident shows the tre- 
mendous effort back of General Nogi's 
advance. 

Occasional discharges of artillery are 
licard to the southwest this mo:-nlng, 
and it is reported that the Japanese 
ha\-e fallen back from the position they 
held when the battle was -fought on 
March 3. 

.The- Japanese continue tlielr demon- 
'stratiloii along the front. 

> With Russian Headquarters, Huan 
Mountain, March 3. — (Delayed in 
Transmission.) — .'Vt nightfall yesterday 
(Thuroday)' llasties in tlie sky dis- 
closed that a bombardment was in 
progress along the eastern mountain 
position. At 8 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing the cannonading was renewed In 
the centre, continuing with vigor until 
the middle of the afternoon today, at 
which time It kad'.almost completely 
subsided. 

The Japanese made two Infantry 
charges against Putiloff hill the night 
of March 2. The Rtiaslans report that 
both attacks: .were, repulsed, with small 
Russl&!n'JosS.'\lt 'is- alsii reported thSt 
grouhd''1i3si"i5tf the extreme right has 
been, regained. Snow continues to fall. 
• Japaii&ef'iriovementa are responsible 
for the redoubled artillery Are, and 
when the skies suddenly cleared, the 
plain between Putiloff hill and the 
railway was enveloped in a mas.s of ar- 
tillery smoke, reminding the beholder 
of the battle of Shakhe. The siege 
gun projectiles made a long line of ex- 
plosions, beginning at Putiloff hill and 
disappearing beyond Sinchlnpu. The 
artillery engagement, broken Ijy rifle 
lire, has been continuing now for two 
days. The Japanese advance? appears 
to bo checked, although the Japanese 
.■ire now attaeking Ijichlalun and de- 
veli'iunents are expected tonight. 

Fighting continues at Kantayind.an. 
Holatsal and Kaotou pass along tlie 
entire line. 

The Roar of Battle. 

Jlnkden, March ,">. — (Xoon.) — The 
rmnble of carts in tiie streets of Muk- 
den is drowned by the roiir of battle, 
v.'liich is raging nortlnvest, west .md 
southwest of the city a few miles away 
between General Xo.gi's Port Artluir 
veterans and the hastily assembled 
arm.v interposed b.v General Ku'ropat- 
khi to defend the city and railroads. 

The stroke came like lightning- out of 
a clear sky. It is reported tliat the 
situation has somewhat improved, but 
it still is extremely critical. 

It,Js repor.ted tliat tlie Japanese hav 
been thrown back In the distric t of 
'Iiunfanshan and are retiring along the 
SlnmUitln road; but heavy fighting Is 
continuing 'Ojere. ' The' Japanese vani 
guoird posts are about six- miles west 
of Mukden,'' where, the. bursting of 
shrapAiel is 'ilialhly'visitite. A fight also 
is raging at Suchudsla'pu and Lan- 
sthanpu, which on Saturday were cap- 
tured by the Japanese' 'aft-»r a tenlflc 
combat, the villages several times 
changing hands. 

'I'lie .Tapanese on Friday advanced on 
the Russian iiositlon at Sliakho village, 
but were beaten off. Twice they attacdv- 
ed I'utilofC hill, but both attacks were 
repulsed. Al Oubeuesiiusa a Jiipanese 
gu.ird oC ov(M' twenty battallon.s made 
thirteen .attacks (lining the night, of 
-March ?, and the iiiiinilng of .March -1. 
stormin.g tin; r(Mi<nibts most furiously. 
-•Ml tiiese attaclts \i-ere repulsed with 
heavy loss. The ground in front of 
the redoubts w:is f:Urly strewn with 
lie.i])s of .Jiinjinese corpses.

A\'e are from 
Port Arthur." They offered their lives 
wltli the .same fanatical bravery and 
were as unshaken by heavy 'osso.s as 
at the siege, of Port Arthur.

JIarshal Oyama is continuing his 
groat drives around both lUmkij 
of the Russian army. His front 
is now a liuge bow, the base on the 
Shakhe river, the right arm reaching 
point east of Fushan, and the left 
arm extending to a point west of Muli- 
den. He Is.^steadily tightening the 
groat cordon 'of imen and stool. General 
Kuropatkin is .striving de.sperateiy to 
check the Japanese^advonces, contest- 
ing the llaniciencrQ^hmenta-and; ham-: 
mering the;^^i>i^eae centre.'iThe 'Japa-^" 
nese are-rriajklhglheavy^ gains of ground 
w est dmh'&rallway. and..iiave captured 
great ''qu&ilities' 'of stbtes'-and- other 
polls. There has already been bloody 
flglitlng and heavy losses, and this will 
bo vastly incretused when the masses 
of infantry meet. 

Field Marshal Oyama, reporting on

THE PROTEST OF^THE'LAMB. 

China - Mildly Objects .toi. Neutrality 
Violation— ^lapanese.; Reply. 

Toklo, March' '"6.— It -'iB' - iinderstood 
that 'China has lodgeNdtaiprotest against 
Japan, alleging infringement ..of ,, Chi- 
nese neutrality by , the occupation of 
Sinmlntin. The government has not 
indicated its attitude, but it is expected 
that the reply will declare that Japan 
is bound to preserve the neutrality of 
Cliina as long n-s Russia does, but that 
the precedent of the Russians in occu- 
pying Sinmlntin created a condition o£ 
belligerency there, and that the opera- 
tion was strictly In the nature of a 
military necessity fpr the protection 
or the' ri ghts - and- interests of Japan.

BRAIN CONCUSSION FROM F^ALL. 

Dr. George H. Duncan Receives' Serious 
Injury Through Runaway. 

"While drl-vlng In the course of his 

professional round of colls yesterday, 
a serious accident befell Dr. George H. 
Duncan, the well-known phy.sician of 
this city. It seems that tlie doctor m-os 
driving along North Chatham street, 
when his horse, a nervous and high- 
spirited animal, was subjected to a 
sudden friglit and bolted with the bit 
in Ills t{~elli. 

Dr. Duncan, wilii the good nature 
and courtesy which is part of his na- 
turei had en l-oute taken up' a little 
girl, Mabel Booz, daughter of Mr. 
Thomas Boo/., tissistant foreman of the 
Daily Times, to give her a drive, and 
thus unwittingly committed , her to .an 
adventure, -vvliiqh,- luckily. lii, her case, 
had a fortunate 'termination. 

In - passing ovet" , a rough piece of 
,^round, it seems that tjie. doctor, in his 
ollcltude for the protection of his lit' 
Ic charge, and In an endeavor to reach 
lie dragging rehiH, lost his bakiiice and 
ell heavily to tl.c ground. The torri- 
led child was carried a considerable 
listaiice farther, but succeeded in ex- 
riiNilIng herself through the rear of the 
v-ehlele, and fell comparatively un- 
,iarni(>d t-.i the roadway. She suffered 
'.'iilj- a I'ew sciatches. 

In fallln.g frcnn the eciulpnge, Dr. 
Duncan, though lie escaped superliciai 
Injury, was seriously liuit aliout. the 
head, and hiy hel|iless in the roadway. 
It -w.-is not i<ing, however, botori' assist- 
ance arrived, and the doctor was cai-- 
rled to Ihe residence of Mr. flraliam, 
the glazier, resident on North C'liatliani 
street, where he Vi as soon after titteiid- 
cd liy Dr. Carter, who was <iuickly 
summoned. 

It was found that Dr. Duncan hiid 
suffercil no supi^i-lhd.'il Injury. Tlien^ 
were no cuts or bruises visible, hut the 
blow on the head caused by his vijleiit 
fall from the rig, had occasioned con- 
cussion of the brahi. 

The ptLtient was subseiiuently re- 
moved to St. Joseph's hospital, and 
there received the very liest attentliai 
from his medical lirt'lhren. 11 I.s injury 
was superceded by uni.'onscicuisness. 
.md in this eoiidUlon he was at .-i late' 
hour last e\-eiilng-. Dr. Carlci- .-^dalcd 
last ev(Miliig that It Wiis liniiossilili' to 
say what the llnal outcome of his In- 
juries niiglit be, although till will iiope 
for the best — in an etirly recovery. 

Dr. Duncan, altiiough a comparative- 
ly y-imng man, ranl^s almost as one of 
the pioneers among tlie present day 
practitioners of A'li'toria. He was en- 
gaged in ills profe^isli-in here for a luiui- 
bei- of years, joining his lirotlier, the 
lite Iir, John .\. Duncan. Itpoii the 
bursting of the Klondike di.''',covet-li'S 
wltli meteoric glamour for the world, 
Dr. George Duncan i'emo\-('d lo Da\'.-- 
son, where he engagetl in pi'ticlice niilil 
the memorable Ishuulbr disaster alinust 
f(mr years ago, in which Dr. Joim A. 
Duncan lost his life.- Dr. George 
shortly- thereafter closed up his busl- 
nos.s affairs In the Yukon .and returned 
to Vietorlli, taking up the practice of 
his decon.sed brother, Avhlch he ' has 
slncr; continue^!. '

There are differences of opinion aa to 
u'betlier it is compuhory upon the Dom- 
inion Government to continue the separ- 
ate school system iu the new provinces; 
tliat is to say, whether separate schools 
sliould be written into the Acfcreatlus 
llieiu or 1)0 left with the provinces them- 
.selves after lieing formexl to deal with, 
iriuler sootion Do of tlie H. X. A. Act, 
provincial legislatures are empowered 
to (>.\einsi\ cly make la-n"s in rclaltion to 
cancatioii, l)ut tliis power is subject to 
certain conditions. Sub-section 1 says 
lliat "nothing in any such law shall pre- 
judicially affect any right or privilege 
with respect to ileiiomiuational schools 
which any class of persons have by law 
in the Province at the Union." Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier says that by virtue of this 
provision it is obligatory upon tho Dom- 
inion (Jovenunont to alllrm such rights 
in tho Act of autonomy, because separ- 
ate schools are by law already in exist- 
ence. He goes farther, however, and 
seeks tc impose upon the new provinces 
!i ilunucial duty, whereby a certain pro- 
vision must be made in a certain way 
for eueh schools. In other words, the 
public funds of the provinces are ap- 
portioned in advance of provincial legis- 
lation. Lt is propu.-ied, practically, to 
endow separate schools of whatever 
class for all time to come. This seemb 
to be the most vital objection to the 
present hill. With one hand it is pro- 
pose<l to give the iiroviiu-cs e.xclutivc 
right to legislate iipon educational mat- 
ters and absolute control over the dis- 
position of their own revenues, which, 
of course, are guaranteed to them by tlio 
B. N. A. Act, but with the other it is 
propo.swl to limit the lirst right and to 
.■;erii)nsly (iiuilil'y the second. 

As a matter of fact, the feeling that 
is manifested, throughout the country 
arises out of opposition to the principles 
of .separate schools rather than to any 
coiistitiitiiinal variation of provisions of 
the B.X..\.. Act. Wc must leeoguize that 
that attiiniie is sectarian rattier than 
acaileiuieal. AN'itli tlial phase of tho 
case have nothing to do, nor do we 
\\ ish ill the least to echo seutimeuta bas- 
eii 1111011 siK-h cousidcrations- The ques- 
tiuii to consider is whether Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier iu his sseal for constitutional 
principles has exceeded tlie limits oC 
his constitutional authority. The gen- 
eral opinion of his party outside of 
tiuebec is tliat he has. Yesterday ^ve 
quoted at tength the opinion of the 
Cilobe, and a number of constitutional 
authorities whose opinions have been 
asked coincide in this view. An iii- 
diaii was once described as being so 
suaiglit that he leaned back. That is 
."^ir Wilfrid's attitude on the school 
i[iiestion. 

In this connection, it is pertinent to 

ask if it were uecejisary to deal with 
the subject at all in tli<! measure grant- 
iiig aiiiouoiii.v tn tlie Northwest Terri- 
tories? Certainly not, ronstilutiouall.v, 
wo think. The <'diuational rights of de- 
iioniiniitions, ns iliey prtn-iously exist, 
miller the terms of the 15. N. A. Act go 
with the Territories as jiroviiiees into 
Cuiifeileralion. In fruming si-hool laws, 
it, therefore, beeonios im'iinibeiit upon 
ihe le;,'islal uri-s t'j give cITect to those 
i i;4lits a^iil not 11)1011 the I loiiiiiiioii of 
Canada. If iliis be not dom-, rei-ourse 
lie.'' ill aiipeal til the courts, uiiieh can 
il. -termini' the e.vieui to which reiiieili.tl 
legislation is necessary. This, it is con- 
lendi'il, is the jiriiiciple which .Sir NVil- 
frid Liinriei- .--lioiilil have recognized, i'.y 

so doing III' would have 1 11 relieved of 

the rospoiisiliiiity of ih'l.'rini.niiig tho ex- 
tent to which protection of denomiua- 
tional rights slionlil lie provided, or the 
exact form which it should take. lie 
would hnvc also fully recognized the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the provinces in 
educational matters. Subsections 2, ;s 
and 4 of section OS of the B. N. A. Act 
indicate fully the methods >by which 
protection Is afforded, and as we con- 
strue the whole section, the duty of 
safegi.anl: !!•_; the eiliica t ioiiiil rights in 
iinestinii does not, in the livst place, de- 
\olve ii|)iiii the I'^ederal Government. 
.\s we tiijie it, the section is an instruc- 
tion exclusively to the provinces in fram- 
ing their constitution.

SURTIS'S INDIANS. 



■ Those who visited the Art iDepaift- 
anent of the Victoria Exhibition last fall 
-will rKmentber having seen a striltrng 
'collection of portraits of ludiau types ^ly 
10. S. Curtis of ■f<eatt}e, who is, prolmlily, 
the srcatcst y.'i.vUographic artist in Am- 
erica today. These pictures are more 
than mere photographs. Tliey arc pic- 
tures which ipossess. artistic effects to be 
•found only on tho canvas of ihe -sieat- 
■Bst' painters. 

In Scribfler's Magazino for Mur^h, G. 
'.Bird GrinnBll, the well knovm .writer on 
the Indians of 'North America, b.ns elios- 
len -somc of Curtis's pictnres as ilhistra- 
•tions for an article on Indi.-m typos. 
'The photographs are reproduced in col- 
or with marvelous succsss and add 
wonderfully to the interest of the letter- 
press -which is r«illy intoudrd to be a 
•commeiltary on the pictures ilremsolvcs. 
In coniinentiiig ou the artistic resnlts 
achieved, Grinnoll says: "It is easy to 
conceive that if Curtis shall have his 
health, and shall live for ten years, he 
■will: then have accumulated material for 
the greatest artistic and historical work, 
in A.niericaii ethnology that 'has, ever 
been conceived of." 

The author says that the pliotographs 
:are not like those which a-nyono has 
■seen. The results wliich Curtis gets 
wlthi his camera stir, as one is -stirred 
by a great painting, and when we .ire 
■thus moved hy a picture nnd share the 
thought and feeling that the artist had 
when he made the picture -we may rec- 
■ognize it as a -work of art. 

It is interesting to note haw this work 
in which Curtis is now engaged dovelop- 
0(1, First of nil he begau photographing 
Indian.s of the Northwest Bear Ills home 
at Seattle, wliicli, it is needless to say, 
.are allied to our Coast trilios. So suc- 
cessful was he that lie joi-ned tho Har- 
fimnn expedition in .\la.ska in 1S90 aud 
there extended liis knowledge of the 
North American tribes. The idea 
-dawned .upon Mm that there was a 
great field as yet unworked and that 
was to reproduce from the living ex.im- 
ple the types of people who first inhab- 
ited the westeru part of North America. 
It was a field in which hundreds of 
tribes and remnants of tribes still lived, 
•some of which retained many of their 
primitive customs and ancient beliefs. 
To accomplish a task of this kind, which 
imeant much travel and great expense 

■ and unending toil, with limited means 
and a family to support, was ipiite be- 
woiiil the nnibition of the ordinary man, 
but as ideas take hold ami possess tiie 
Individ nal so they finally conquer. He 
undertook tho work and visited many 
tribes, chielly those of the Southwest, 
4liid cs[)eeially the Navajo and various 
p<'ople of the Pueblo. lie has also 
liecn present at ceremonies of the tribes 
of ihe Northern plains, his purpose be- 
ing to picture the Indian as unprimitivo, 
Tinposed, unnrtificial, living bis daily life 
and going about liis dully affairs. Con- 
tinuing with 11 lixed purpose of tiii-; kind 
lie has accomplished from an ethiiologi- 
■cal point of view a great task, and, as 
Grinnoll says, if he is spared to com- 
plete it will have made the greatest and 
ir.ost valu.ilile collection of the kind in 
I lie world. . 

In adilui.iii to the faithful reproduc- 
tion of details he has impor'ed into his 
pictures, they are the very height of an, 
•possessing effects which have horctolore I 
only biH'ii ])ossihle through the painter's 
linish. The <^aniera is slavishly faithful 
to detail, omitting nothing, aud supply- 
ing nothing not in the original. It is 
through tho manipulation of light and 
heauty of line and of composition, says 
■Grinnoll, llial (.'urtis is aide to make his 
personality ftlt and give pluy to his iina- 
giuatioo. Qrinnell is the greatest au- 
thority on Indians today in A^mcrica, 
that is to sa.v, ho has the most familiar 
knowledge of their ways, customs, tra- 
ditions and manner of thought. His 
books on the Indians are not mere nca- 
demical treatises, but are full of human 
life and interest. A]iart from what he 
'has to say 011 the Curtis pictures, to 
which reference has lieen made, two or 
three observations on the Indians arc 
worthy of consideration. 

For instance! "In all the variety of 
their old. surroundings the Indlons were 
a simjilc people, happy if they liiid 
enough to eat, and taking little thought 
for the future, though when food was 
plenty they did make some provision 
against a time of scarcity. They are 
i- just lis hiiiniin as ourselves. They love 
their dear inies, pray to their gods, re- 
sent ;njiirii-s and struggle for success. 
They iii'i' ;:lad or s<irry, depressed or 
hopeful, slothful or ambitious, just as 
■we are. . In all respects they ore men 
' of like passions with us, .but, lacking 
our t ruining, they are unable to bear 
their part in tiie struggle for existence 
with tlui white man." The Indian as 
lie was has never been more happily de- 
' scribed than in tho foregoing paragraph. 

The Indiiiu of loilny is thus ])ieturcd: 
.'"The Indlitn I'lis lieen crowded to the 
■Willi: liiis ih'creiiscd in nunibi?rs iiiid liiis 
{•hnngcil In a huiulrcd ways; yet he has 
not disiipjiciired. I''or a generation -.ve 
liavn bceii trying to civilize liim, but. 
the iinttire Inherited f.rom a thousand 
generations of wild ancestors cnntiot bo 
, QtcKWcaiifii in a single one. At tho ijrcB- 



f^'jL' ifl'Siytmr -tnid stronger thnu political al 
.egia'ncii. it is serious not only 'politi- 
e;illy. so far as the liiheral part.v" is cou- 
cviniod, Ifut it is calctilatcd to develop in 
a rmiirked degree (hose s-actional and 
se('tariaii differences which wo haiT'. hop- 
c(l 'had largely been oblitoruted by the 
growth of a common Cauadianism and 
the development of 11 spirits of toleration 
towards wliieli Sir Wilfrid liinisclf lias 
conlribiitod much by example and pre- 
cept. In tho opinion of many, what con- 
sequences may follow ■would have lieeu 
nvoidcil by following the obvious policy 
of leaving -vvith the new provinces the 
exclusive right of framing their own edu- 
cational systems in accordance ■with Uio 
provisions of the Act of Confederation, 
and subject 'to the limitation it imposes.
